This is a remarkable episode in and of its own right and has long been one that | wanted to see 
for real. Now lan and the team have made that a reality. Hayles’ brilliantly rich, exciting and 
hilarious script is brought well and truly to life. 


The historicals are where, for me, this project is scoring the highest marks — the love and care 
that's been put into the Smugglers 2 raises that bar even higher. 


There are some simply stunning moments of 3D animation, as well as startlingly clear upscales 
where the lip sync is glorious — but we've come to expect this. This one though has some truly 
incredible reaction moments from the character work — heads bow, smiles linger and eyes 
glisten with a reality we've not seen before. 


There is also a welcome new wrinkle, erasing a convention which has sometimes made earlier 
recreations a little static. Here the animator is dropping in some two shots and three shots - 
breaking up the head/head/head track of previous editing — this is a very welcome turn for me, 
and | hope their fellow animators follow suit. I'm sure it adds extra work — but the film 
vocabulary is more interesting, which can only serve the narrative in a better way. 


I'm absolutely made up with this latest episode. The teams are going from strength to 
strength. With 41 episodes finished and 5 more episodes almost ready to roll out, what fresh 
marvels will be coming down the line?
